Dr, Martin estimated the} 
administration building could | 
be shaped up on the campus 
at from one third to one fourth 
the cost of erecting® a new 
building. 

Although he said it-has been 
remodeled once already, Dr. 
Martin added he believed. the 
building could be turned into 
“the most beautiful» building 
on the campus.’”’ 

The structure tentatively. 
anned for dormitoty . hous- 
ing, Dr. Martin said, could 
furnish five apartments for 
married students or college 
staff members upstairs while 
downstairs gpsegee could be 
















}tumed into four dormitory 


rooms hous eight students. 

Projected plans for the Up- 
land College campus céll for 
erection of a Library-Admin- 
istration building a. <oS 
street from Brethren 
Church, erection of ca watt 
Alpine St. which bisects the 
campus west of San Antonio 
Ave., and athletic fields across 
Arrow Hwy. and northwest of 
the Church. 

According to currently esti- 
mated costs contained in the 
college brochure, the dormi- 
tory would hit $187, 000, the ad- 
ministration - library $265,000 
and the athletic fields $15,000. 

The current campus 
been estimated in valuation 
exceeding $600,000. It is insur- 
ed for $593,000.
